Then rje drove to 
the community where the member had lived and worked, meeting with the 
member and the committee of our members who were c-irefully selected 
that ave would be assured of fair judgment. V/e first questioned the 
member as to his kind of treatment given to ascertain wheather he 
had given a treatment other tham massage for which he Wi,s not qual¬ 
ified or licensed. 'We then took sample treatments -nd were convin¬ 
ced that the treatments were not improperly given and were not out 
of line, that he was not practicing in the flfeld of the healing arts. 

There was a very fine point here because the charge vvas that 
ho had used a machine for which ho w'•s not qualified' nd knew lit'cle 
of its effect on the person treated. -^Iso that the corapl lnlng 
patron had charged that the last of three treatments had caused him 
to spit up blood. 

The machine in question was a metro crone sometimes known as a 
sinusoidal vi/ave or magno flex. Also used was a short wave diathermy. 

We took leave of our member and interviewed the patron and 
talked over vjith him for sometime ruestioning him at length about hiS 
condition, about the treatment given, and its alleged effects on him. 

It was his testimoney that convinced us that our member was 
not guilty of the charges levied against him nd made us determined 
to do all in our power to aid him. 

"t this point a very significant thing happened, The whole 
business and social heart of the community arose to the defense of 
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our member. The olubs pissecl ind ciroulited petitions askins hla 
return as did the business mtn. Those were followed by a petition 
by the business men and also one by his former patrons, who were 
no\7 deprived of his services. 

The member then cooperated very closely with this committee 
and sent the petition to us for our use in defending him. The State 
Son.tor w-is called into tho case and took a very healthy interest 
in the case, carrying on his own investigation into the case and 
making representation to the State License Depirtment on our behalf. 

Our Committee too was active in negociations v\fith the License 
De>rtmenfc» The end, final md happ^r,/ results being thit the member 
is being allowed to reopen hhis office -nd continue in business 

There are some points of gre.t iraportj,noo well demonstrated 
by this case, First, the value of belonging to an organization of 
youi^ profession, and tht; willingness of that organization to come 
to the aid of a member who becomes so involved. Then there is the 
work of that group in using the available resources of the State ' 
and Corannxnity to bring to bear those forces for right and justice. 
But first , that committee must determine that the member is not 
guilty of improper conduct or illegal treatment. 

The pertinent point in this case was that the im chines were 
not used to heal diseases, but only for conditioning, such must be 
the conduct of all of our members, ‘/e are not to treat disease but 
only to condition our patrons, 

i/e were happy to have been of service to our fellovrmembers and 
so conclude this with our best wishes to all our members,
